OF the approximately 50 registered hot-air balloons owned 


in America, two belong to the Stateline, Nev,$ Quicksilver 
Productions Corp!; of which Deke Sonntehsen is president 
when not a Lockheed Missiles and Space Company Senior 
Vehicle Test Coordinator who resides in Menlo Park, Calif. 


Deke, co-founder of the Sport Balloon Society of the United 


States of America, which is affiliated with the Balloon Federa- 
tion of America, last year filed claim for six new world rec- 


ords to the Federation Aeronautique In- 
ternationale, which formulates records 
and sanctions all air events and rules 
throughout the world. 


But it is not merely for competition 


that Deke, wife Joanne and son Kirke, 
use the two flying machines. 


On weekends, neighbors are invited 


over and the smaller balloon, tied to a lengthy tether line, 
lifts friends and children above the treetops. At other tmics 
Deke helps train future balloonists at the Daedalus School of 
Free-Ballooning, the first in the country, at the Mcnlo Oaks 
Balloon Field in his city, or at nearby Tracy. Calif, Before 
and during firing up the balloon, he explains its history and 
workings, then joins the student to rise skyward. 


When speaking before Hying clubs, aeronautical groups 


and schools, Deke discusses the relation between ballooning 
and the mighty rockets for outer space which Lockheed 
produces.

In the sport of hot-air ballooning, there are two controllable 


directions: up and down. The winds create lateral movement 
and any ascension might end miles from take-off.

chute Team in 1962, 196.1 and 1964 to FA I meets), these 
moments of free-flight have replaced free-fall.

Hough Rider 
Finds Youth

LAS VEGAS. N.M. (AP)

600 of his Rough Riders gathered 
in Las Vegas in 1899 for the 
group's first reunion. They voted 
to meet annually until the last man 
died. 


Langdon, who lives in Red Oak. 


N.Y., 
is one of three known survi- 


vors of the famous cavalry group 
that Roosevelt led up San Juan 
Hill. 


Arthur L. Tuttle, 88, Salinas, 


Calif., and Frank C. Brito. 91. Las 
Cruces, N.M., now are too ill to 
attend the reunion. 


Langdon said that Roosevelt 


asked him only one question. "Can 
you ride a horse?" 


He said he was offered a com- 


mission as a lieutenant in the regu- 
lar Army after his service as a 
Rough Rider. 


"I turned it down," he said. 


"The Rough Riders were a good 
group and I got along, but my 
Daddy told me the first time I 
swatted an officer in the regular 
Army I'd be in Leavcnworlh. And 
I would have, too. I'm that kind of 
guv."

And It was the 
third in a row to strike when the 
old warrior and elder statesman 
had appeared to be on his way 
to recovery from the previous 
one. 


Indeed, at the time of the two 


most recent previous attacks, 
Eisenhower 
had been within 


about a week of discharge from 
the hospital to return to his Get- 
tysburg farm home. 


An indication of the severity 


of the newest attack lay in the 
fact the Army doctors voluntari- 
ly described it as "another seri- 
ous" one in their initial report. 


In the earlier attacks suffered 


at Walter Reed, the initial re- 
ports said only that the 77-year- 
old general had suffered "anoth- 
er" seizure without using such 
labels as "major" or "serious."

Fierce New

SAIGON (AP) - 
Fierce new 


battles 
flared 
up along the 


northern frontier, in the central 
highlands and east of Saigon, 
with heavy casualties reported 
on both sides, the allied com- 
mand said today.

day and U.S. Marines making a 
h e l i c o p t e r assault Friday 
against North Vietnamese posl-

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla, (AP) 


— America's newest missile, 
the Navy's Poseidon, shot into 
the dawn right on schedule at 
6:30 a.m., EDT, today in its maid- 
en flight. 


A bright silver bird that will 


someday take its place in the 
nuclear submarine fleet sent a 
brilliant flame from its dryland 
launch pad as it left Cape Ken- 
nedy and two minutes into the 
air spun a plnwheel pattern as it 
soared out of sight. It carried a 
dummy warhead. 


The Navy issued a terse an* 


nouncemerit five minutes after 
the launch saying the shot was 
a complete success that moved 
the Poseidon forward on its 
schedule to become part of the 
fleet by the early 1970's. 


There was no immediate indi- 


cation whether it achieved its 
test goal of a 1,000-mile flight 
into the Atlantic Ocean. 


Poseidon was one of two new, 


powerful missiles scheduled for 
testing here today. Both were 
designed to improve chances of 
penetrating enemy defenses.

Both- Poseidon and Minute- 


man 3 have specially designed 
warheads that can contain sev- 
eral bombs and carry comput- 
ers to aim them at targets hun- 
dreds of miles apart. 


The launchings were prepared 


amid controversy over whether 
the timing would Interfere with 
efforts of the United States and 
the Soviet Union to reach some 
form of agreement on the curb- 
ing of armaments. 


One argument has been that 


the new weapons are of such 
importance in increasing the 
level of possible destruction that 
the testing of them should be de- 
layed until U.S.-Soviet talks can 
beheld. 


Another view is that the new 


weapons would give the United 
States greater bargaining power 
in reaching an arms-limitation 
agreement. 


The new missiles are known 


as MIRVs, or m u l t i p l e - 
independently-t a r g e t a b 1 e • 
re-entry vehicles. 


Poseidon at full development 


may carry as many as 10 bombs 
in the warhead along with metal 
chaff and decoys to confuse ene- 
my radar, Its range exceeds 
2,500 miles although a goal of 
about 1,000 miles was set for the 
initial flight. 


Twenty inches fatter at 74 


inches diameter than the most 
advanced Polaris A3, Poseidon 
also is three feet longer and 
weighs twice as much at 65,000 
pounds.

- Two highly destructive ftulti. 
pie-warhead missiles designed 
to penetrate deep into enemy 
defenses entered the U.S, nu- 
clear arsenal Friday with *t*c- 
tacular back*to<back launchings. 


Ttuj missiles-the Navy's Po- 


seidon, capable of carrying 10 
warheads that can be sprayed 
on preselected targets hundreds 
of miles apart, and the Air 
Force's Mlnuteman 3— were la- 
beled completely successful in 
maiden test flight* from the 
space complex at Cape KenfteV 
dy. 


When they become operation- 


al, the missiles will replace the 
Polaris and Minuteman land2 
as the backbone of America's 
retaliatory force. Both are ex- 
pected to be placed on opera- 
tional status in about two years. 


Details of the test flights were 


not disclosed. Official spokes 
men for the space agency and 
the two services announced only 
that the Mlnuteman successfully 
traveled its planned 5,000-mile 
Journey to a splashdown near 
Ascension Island and the Posei- 
don came down at a predeter- 
mined point 1,000 miles at sea. . 


Poseidon, 
rated potentially 


eight times as effective as Po- 
laris, Is 34 feet long. 74 inches in 
diameter 
and weighs 65,000 


pounds. Like the Polaris, it has 
a range of 2,500 miles but it re-, 
portedly is twice as accurate as" 
the older missile. 


The bigger, far-ranging Mln- 


uteman 3 is designed to take up 
to three warheads on a rocket 
that Is 59 feet, 9 inches long and 
6 feet wide. The mlssille weghs 
76,000 pounds and Is capable* to 
traveling more than 6,000miles.
